City Asks

Looking to the future the 
city took steps Tuesday night 
to gain clear title to miles of 
streets' rather than kick In a 
quarter of each dollar" collected 
when and if parking mctera arc

insta od.
Donald Findley, president of 

REMCO, tossed a weighty prob­ 
lem Into the laps of the council- 
men when he reminded them of 
the embarrasing fact that Tor- 
ranee does not have complete 
control over many of Its own 
streets.

In fact, said Findley, the Real, 
Estate Management Company, 
as holder of the original titles 
to the streets, has a few things 
to say about the matter.

"Of course." he told Mayor 
Boh L. Haggard and Attorney 
C. T. Rlppy, "our company will 
he Kind to allow the installation 
of parking meters, but you had 
better count us in for a quarter 
of every dollar collected from 
Ihem." Hippy heads'the parking 
committee of (he Torrance 
Chamber of 'Commerce.

Findley . was quick" to point 
out that the streets, with the 
exception of Carson street, In 
Ihc original Torrance townslte 
were deeded to (lie city with a 
perpetual easement that (hey 
be forever used for public street 
purposes.

Parking meters are a "money-, 
making venture" Findley main­ 
tains, and not a public purpose. 
He claims the funds collected 
will be used to purchase off- 
street parking 'lots in the down­ 
town area. He pointed out that 
the lots so purchased would, be 
city owned anil, 'in turn, the 
parking on those lots COULD 
be regulated by meters at the 
head of each stall. .'

Not that REMCO is reluctant 
to go into business with the 
city.
